Now the next question is to locate it 
in the Scriptures by its mame and see 
whether it is in heaven or on earth 
and what kind of government it has. 

Its name and location and the kind 
of people that are its members are 
the next things we wish to find. 
I say that her name is the Church of 
God but what Scriptural reason do I 
have for calling it by that name? For 
one reason, there is no other name in 
the Bible that applies to the church. 
It is called the Church of God eleven 
times in the New Testament alone and 
mot one time is it called the Baptist 
or the Presbyterian or the Assembly 
of ‘God or the Pentecost Holiness or 
the ‘Lutheran, in fact, it is always 
called the Church of God. 

Now some may say, “Well all the 
churches are the Churches of God.” 
Now let’s see if that will do, Is 
there any other church that takes the 
government of the Bible? We can 
only find the Bible Church by its name 
and the signs and government in it. 
Then some one says that there are 
many churches called the’ Church of 
God. I admit that, but do they fill 
the standard for the Bible Church of 
God? I have begun to realize that it 
is time for God’s people to get straight 
on this subject of church and govern- 
ment. 

I am frank to admit that the Bible 
speaks of an assembly of God, but 
what is that but a multitude of God’s 
people gathered together. It also 
speaks of the assemblies of the world 
which means a number of worldly 
people gathered together. The word 
assembly does not always apply to 
the church. The word church means 
an associate body of Christians. The 
word associate means to join in com- 
pany or unite in one mass closely con- 
nected. The word join means to 
bring together, to unite or link. 


_We also love the word Pentecostal 
Holiness and believe it and we are of 
the Pentecostal Holiness but it does 
not necessarily apply to the Bible 
chureh as holiness means a clean life 
and church is government. Now, it is 
plain enough for anyone to see that 
there is but one Church of God. Why 
not all Christians get in this church? 

Let us get some Scriptures about the 
way the church should act. First, it 
is subject to Christ, Bph. 5:24. I won- 
der how. it could be subject to Him if 
it wore some other name besides what 
the Bible gives it. Second the ¢lrurch 
has no contehtious folks: 1 Cor. 11: 
16. How could it be the Bible church 
and contending for some name or 
doctrine that is not in the Bible. In 
1 Cor. 5:13, we find where it says to 
put the wicked out of the church. 
Could. we have a Bible church and let 
people come in and live ag they please? 
Tell me of a church outside the 
Church of God with headquarters at 
Cleveland, Tennessee, that takes pride 
in keeping its church clean from all 
wicked folks. 

We have some people that claim to 
be Church of God people but who de- 
spise. government, and who do not be- 
lieve in having a church record. What 
will we do with this Scripture ..en? 
“Then they that feared the Lord spake 
often one to another: and the Lord 
hearkened, and heard it, and a book 
of remembrance was written before 
him for them that feared the Lord, 
and that thought upon his name.” Mal. 
3:16. In 2 Peter. we are told that 
some will despise governmént, There 
are people who say that we are too 
strict in receiving members. . I some- 
times think that we are not strict e- 
nough because it is easier to get mem- 
bers in than it is to get them out when 
they are not fit subjects to be in. 

Others say that we raise the stand- 
ard so high that the people can’t 
reach it. I admit that it is high but 
a Bible church without spot or wrin- 
kle must have a higher  stand- 
ard than any that has been raised 
since the Apostles age except what the 
Church of God is now raising. Please 
read the following Scriptures and sée 
what you think the church should be: 

John 7:4, “For there is no man that 
doeth anything in secret, and he him- 
self seeketh to be known openly. If 
thou do these things, shew thyself to 
the world.” 

John’ 18:20 “Jesus answered him, I 
Spake openly to the world; I ever 
taught in the synagogue, and in the 
temple, whither the Jews always re- 
sort; and 
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church that God has prepared for your 
escape from the mark of the beast, 
that I feel sure thousands will take 
who draw back, fight government and 
refuse to take council with God’s peo- 
ple. We have come to do you good if 
you will let us: 

Please don’t turn the government of 
God’s Bible down for the time is short 
and you ean see that this world is 
fast coming: to an end. Be sure to 
investigate the government of the 
Church of God before you condemn it. 
You may have heard that this is just 
a new chureh started up in Pentecost 
but I tell you that it is the oldest 
Pentecost movement of this later day. 
Others say that we have a man stand- 
ing at the Head who runs everything. 
In answer to this I wish to say that 
we have the only church onearth to- 


whole body with the Holy Ghost lead- 
ing and not a man te dictate. Where 
is a church outside the Church of 
God that does business in this way? 

Some ‘say that we have diseipfine. 
We have no discipline but the Word 
of God. How many other churches do 
you know of which de not have dis- 
cipline outside the’ Bible? Dear read- 
er, please read and examine before you 
condemn the Church of God. If you 
find that we have the Bible on every 
line, come on and let’s fight the devil, 
get in the Bible Church, be one of the 
bride and go and meet Jesus.
